§ Racing and Pool Selling in. 
Hands of a Board. 


LICENSES TO BE ISSUED 
FOR PERIOD OF FORTY DAYS 


Fees for Privileges Five Per Cent of 
the Gross Earnings of Each As- 
sociation, Are to Go Into a 
State Fair Fund. 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb, 5.—Repre- 
sentative John M. Atkinson of Ripley 
County introduced @ bill today to regulate 
horse racing and pool selling and pro- 
viding for the establishment of a state 
racing board, which shall govern all such 
privileges. 

The measure appeals to many of the leg- 
isiators as the most sensible that has been 
presented on this subject. There are proba- 
bly a dozen bills now before the legislature 
which propose to restrict this form of 
amusement, but none of them have been 
accepted seriously. 
Mr. Atkinson's bill is comprehensive and 
seems to offer a fair solution of the race- 
track question, s0 muny of his colleagues 
believe. 
It is specified that ‘“‘no pergon or persons 
shall record or register, by mechanical or 
other meank&, bets or wagers, or sell auc- 
tion pools, or engage in bookmaking by or 
through any device, book or instrument 
or contrivance whatever, upon the result 
of any trial or contest of skill, speed or 
power of endurance of man or beast which 
is to take place within or beyond the lim- 
its of this state without first having ob- 
tained a license so to do as hereintofore 
provided; nor shall any owner, lesee or oc- 
cupant of any room, shed, tenement, booth 
or building, or part thereof, knowingly suf- 
fer or permit the same to be used for such 
purpose or purposes by any person who 
has not obtained a license as aforesaid.’’ 


How Licenses Are 
to Be Obtained. : 
Persons applying for such licenses shall 
set forth, the succe@tding section says, 
that the contests, pools or wagers made 
ere actually to take place upon the race- 
course or fair grounds upon which the 
applicant may desire to conduet such busi- 
ness, may secure.a license from the racing 
board.

If timber is being run into the feeders a 
man at the junetion prevents the flume 
trom becoming jammed. 

The flume is solidly constructed of double 
two-inch planking. and is capable ef car- 
rving a much heavier burden than ,that 
now imposed upon ft. As the climate in 
this partof Callfornia is mild through- 
out the year, it will never freeze over.

WIRES PROSTRATED AND 
MANY POLES BROKEN 


Railways Find It Difficult to Run 
Trains and the Danger of Collis- 
ions Has Largely Increased 
by Storm’s Devastation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., Feb. 5.—There was 
little improvement in paralyzed condition 
of affairs in which centrai Illinios has been 
thrown by the worst rain, enow and sleet 
storm which has visited this section for 
years. Reports from half a hundred cities 
this morning show little progress in get- 
ting business started, wires working or 
phones in condition. Only local condition 
was starting street cars, which commenced 
last evening, though on irregular time, The 
Chicago & Alton has been a heavy sufferer, 
and officiala have been in constant fear of 
serious collisions. 


Wires and poles by hundreds are down 
between here and Chicago. All day yester- 
day and last night communicat’on with ter- 
minal stations was cut off. The same con- 
dition also, exists between Kansas City 
and Slater, except between this city and 
Pontiac, trains on all division are compelled 
to run by time card conditions without el- 
egtaph orders for trainmen. Trains must 


wait at etations where trains are sup-| 


night | 


posed to meet at stations. Last 
trains waited for hours at small stations 
for other trains, whose whereabouts were 
unknown to dispatchers. until it showed up. 
Six gone we were sent here from Chi- 
cago, 


uinecy, Jacksonville, Roodhouse and other 
{llinois towns. Loops were put in from 
the local disvatcher’s office at Alton and 
the men worked all night. The telegraph 
companies, after three days, got one wire 
north this morning, having been compelled 
to send matter by way of St. Louis, wth 
heavy delays en route. The damage to trees ~ 
and wires is worse than the big storm of 
last June, a coating of three inches of ice 
breaking them down in great quantities. 
Crossed wires have burned out hundreds of 
phones and the fire department has been 
constantly on the go putting out incipient 
blazes. No estimate of financial loss un- 
til further reports, all smaller towns re- 
porting same proportionate damage to 
Bloomington and larger towns.

* ‘The point the .Post-Dispatch urges in the matter of amending 
the primary election law is that a of abolishing direct pri- 
maries in citics altogether, the law shéuld be improved so that 
honest primaries may be held. The fact that the Republican 
primaries were a farce does not argue against all primaries, but 
in favor of a better primary law. 

The primary law should be amended so that the party voters 
may have an opportunity to name candidates, cast their votes 
aud have them honestly counted... The primary elections should 
be conducted by the regular judges and clerks. 

A good provision to prevent frauds in primaries would be an 
additional provision in the registration bill providing that voters 
be given the privilege of naming the party with which they are

While cruising on the west coast of 
Florida, word reached us that the fabled

The news was brought by a guide who, 
years before, had told us of “alligators 
that were not alligators,’’ which lived near 
the Everglades. With him at the helm, for 
three days we threaded narrow channels 
and sailed over broad bays, often times 
with less than six inches of water under 
our keel. Then late one afternoon, our 
hearts were gladdened, for we saw—a crooc- 
odile! 

He was swimming rapidly beneath the 
surface of the water. Quickly launching a 
skiff, we poled in pursuit, following him 
by the roiled water in his wake. After 
nearly an hour of exhausting maneuvering 
we got one chance with a harpoon. For- 
tune favored me this time, and I first 
struck our largest crocodile. To my chag- 
rin, however, the harpoon came back, the 
point broken. With a boat at each end of 
the short creek, where we found him, we 
drove him back and forth, and struck him 
17 times before we got two harpoons fast 
in him, and dared to put enough strain on 
the lines to pull him ashore. My boat was 
nearest as he came slowly into the shoal 
water. As he got opposite the bow, where 
I was standing, his huge jaws opened, the 
side of my boat was enfolded, and but for 
the breaking of a tooth, this account might 
be an obituary. Making due allowance for 
the missing end of his tail, bitten off tn 
some ancient fight, the length of this croc- 
odile fairly passed the 14-foot mark. 

In character and habit the crocodile and 
the alligator differ widely. The crocodile 
is much more active. He is extremely shy 
and can seldom be surprised on land. But 
with his jaws tied, the crocodile becomes as 
submissive as a lamb, and it is quite safe 
to take him into a small boat and even to 
uge him as a seat. One attempt to do this 


with an alligator will be sufficient for 
he ordinary sportsman.

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WATER OF THE UNDERWORLD. 


The amount of water ; within the crust of 
the earth, says Prof. Slichter, in a recent 
paper, is enormous, amounting to 566.000 
million million cubic yards. This vast ac- 
cumulation, if placed upon the earth, would 
cover its entire surface to a unlform depth 
of from 3000 to 3500 feet. This estimate is 
based upon the supposition that the average 
depth which waters can penetrate beneath 
the surface is six miles below the land and 
five below the ocean's floor. 

Experiments have shown that not only 
sands and grevels are porous, but rocks, 
supposed to be solid and compact, may be 
traversed by water, even so hard a rock as 
Montello granite, selected for the sarcopha- 
gus of Gen. Grant on account of its great 
strength, shows a porosity of a quarter of 
1 per centum. The most productive water- 
bearing rocks are found to be sandstones. 
The great mass of ground water siowly 
percolates through sand and gravel depos-

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—It was developed 
in the Supreme Court that the horse- 
laugh is an actual fact. 

So is horseplay. Also horsecry, and, 
in fact, the horse pursues a definite lan- 
guage really translatable. Dr. Franklin 
Roberg, veterinary surgeon and horse- 
shoer, who is suing the estate of Robert 
Bonner for $100,000, gave the informa- 
tion In his testimony. 

“The difference between a veterinary 
and an ordinary horseshoer,” explained 
he, “is that the veterinary understands 
the language of a horse as a true sci- 
entist, while the horseshoer, a& mere 
workman, does not. 

“In treating e horse, one must study 
his language. ou must know what he 
telle you. The knowledge of his lan- 
guage is most Important. For Instance, 
when a horse vou are treating holds out 
hts foot to you, he _ tells you plainiy 
in that leg or foot lies the troubie.” 

“What is that?’ exclaimed former 
Judge Cohen, counsel for the Bonner es- 


tate. “Do you say that a horse talks 
and laughs?’ 

“Yea,” saia Dr. enere with omens 
insistence. “Of course talks 
way. The thing for a sacientist-ve - 
ary to master firat is this sanguage. t 
talks as much with its legs as does 
with its mouth: When it hurts, the 
will explain what is the matter by hold- 
ing it up for your itnspection in a cer- 
tain manner. It talks very plain when 
you really know.” :

Barnsback, half-stunned and 
blinded with pain, grappled desperately 
with the prisoner, realizing the situa- 
tion.
